Is there a "conspiracy" to drive silver out of use as 
money? 

This is a question which every voter will want to deter- 
mine for himself, for it tests the honesty of the assertions daily 
and hourly made by the Populist-Democrats that silver is the 
victim ol a terrible conspiracy, and that the success of this 
conspiracy has produced the present unsatisfactory business 
conditions. * 

To answer these questions you must first find out what 
has really happened to silver in the last twenty-five years. 

Prior to 1873 tnere was free and unlimited coinage ol 
gold and silver at our Mints. As the Government merely 
manufactured the coins for the owners of the bullion, it did not 
feel itself bound to maintain their parity, and the parity was 
not maintained. So the class of coins containing the more 
value in metal always disappeared. 

When the free and unlimited coinage ot silver was sus- 
pended, and the Government began buying silver and making 
the coins and passing them out itself as a dollar, whether they 
contained a dollar's worth ol metal or not, it then became re- 
sponsible for them, and both the silver and the gold money re- 
mained in circulation in this country for the first time in its 
history. 

Prior to that time the only silver money coined by the 
United States which remained in circulation in this country 
was the subsidiary coins, and they remained because they con- 
tained less silver than their nominal value. 

Other Nations had similar trouble while they attempted 
to maintain free and unlimited coinage of the two metals. So, 
gradually, they changed their methods and took to buying 
silver and coining it on Government account, just as the 
United States now does. They have not ceased using silver 
as money or adding to their stock of it. On the contrary, the 
silver money of the world has more than doubled since 1873. 

If, however, the Nations of the world agree upon an inter- 
national bi metallic system at a just ratio, the difficulties of 
maintaining the concurrent use of the two metals would be 
greatly diminished. 

In the next leaflet we will discuss the quantity of silver in 
use as money today, compared with that in use prior to what 
the friends of free coinage denominate the "crime" ol 1873.

LoitDO!*. 8ept 2L-^The Daily Mcf 
publishes a dispatch from Vienna say- 
ing that several men have been killed 
during the last few days while at- 
tempting to reach the sultan's apart- 
ments with the object of assassinating 
him.

Resolutions were adopted 
which iRjfreneral terms called upon the 
government to take immediate and act- 
ive steps to end the reign of terror in 
Turkey. 

In ilristol and elsewhere amend- 
ments to the resolutions were of- 
fered urging lireat Britain to act forci- 
bly alone, if necessary, but these 
amendments were defeated. 

A dispatch in the New Krie l'rcsse of 
Vienna says that thje sultan has com- 
missioned a Russian general to inspect 
the forts of the Dardanelles. This, the 
I'resse adds, is the sultan's reply to 
England's request that he abdicate. 

Tho Globe and other English papers

The explosions were followed by a 
fusilade of rifle shots, apparently from 
within the barricade, and rapid but 
irregular shots from outside, apparent- 
ly from a widely scute red attacking 
force, who were on hand to protect the 
retreat of the dynamiters. The shoot- 
ing lasted for ten minutes, and all was 
silent for Ave minutes, when desultory 
firing was renewed, and has been kept 
up ever since.

Madrid, Sept Sl.—A dispatch to tho 
Imparcial, from Hong Kong, says that 
the rebels at Cavite, Philippine Islands, 
captured the monastery there and mas- 
sacred tho monks, putting them to 
death with knives. Spanish warship* 
afterwards started a bombardment of 
the rebel position, but the shots fell 
short and no harm was done to the in- 
surgents.
